GOT ALL HIS MONEY. 


Uncle Billy Florey States That He 


Lost Over 81,400. 


Krom Tuesday's Daily. 


In the REPUBLICAN last evening it was 


stated that Uncle Billy Floroy, at hie 
homo east of the city,-' had been visited 
by a band of robbers in the. night, and 
by a system of inhuman torture, had 
been mutlc to reveal the whereabouts of 
over 8COO he had hidden in and about 
tho house. Mr. Florey is a bachelor, 
and a. brother of Mrs. C. A. Tuttlc, of 
West Wood street, this city. Ho is the 
owner of 80 acres .of fine land, and re- 
sides in the Bouse alone. He had ac- 
cumulatccl over $1,400 which ho refused 
to put in any bank, pvefering to store 
tho money in odd places about tho house. 
The robbers who were masked visited 
tho house on tho night of Sunday Dec. 
'23, and wore soon enabled to 
over' 


power 
tho 
old 
gentleman, 
but 


they had to knock him1 down several 
times before thoy could get him under 
control. Then tho thieves tied him, and 
commanded hirm to locntc his monoy, 
Ho refused. Then thoy mado a hob h'rc 
in tho kitchen stove, and taking tho 
struggling old man to tho stove they 
threatened to roast him alive. 
They 


put hie bunds on tho hot stove, and see- 
ing that ho wns to sufl'or more terribly 
perhaps, Mr. Florey linully directed 
whore tho hidden money could be found. 
Tho robbers found S10CO in the hen 
house, and $475 in tho corn crib, all the 
cash tho old gentleman had. 
The rob- 


bers loft in a hurry, and the following 
day Mr, Florey reported his loss to his 
nephew, Sheridan W. Tuttle, who en- 
gaged Ex-Marshal Muaon to work on the 
remarkable caso. 
Officer Looch, Amos 


Imbodon, Mr. Mcohan and other police- 
men were informed of iho circumstances 
and all havo been working on tho case 
quiotly since the robbery. Thus far no 
clue of tho robbers has boen secured. 
Thoy hope to bag tho gang however. 


Mr. Floroy and tho olliccrs have been 


keeping quiet about the case, believing 
that thus they would be batter ublo to 
capture tho thieves, but tho publication 
of tho robbery in tho EFPUHLICAN last 
night, caused a general write-up of the 
outrage and theft by all the newspapers.

A murder-in apparentsolf-defense was

Warick, one of Mr. Corriniton's hired 
men, 
and Warick 
killed him in self- 


defense. According to tho facts stated 
by the parties concerned, it appears 
that Harris was in debt to Warick and 
tho hitter asked him if he could pay 
him. 
Harris became angry and sev- 


eral words passed between them. 
The 


murdered man finally drew his revolver 
cocked it und pointed it at his slayer, 
who immediately picked np. a heavy 
club and struck Harris over the head. 
Harris staggered and fell and was picked 
up about 15 minutes afterward and 
carried to the residence of Mr. Corring- 
ton, a short distance away, where he 
was placed in iho sitting room and mado 
as comfortable as possible. 
Word was 


sonttoMr. Curamings and tho body 
was placed in a wagon and taken to his 
rcsidonce later, but death had ensued 
before the body WHB taken from one 
house to another. 


Warick claims that ho struck the fa- 


tal blow in self-defense. 
Ho will prob- 


aoly bo acduittod or got off with a light 
sentence. Tho brother-in-law of Warick 
was the only witness of the deea. 


Race War Expected. 


Tho killi ]g of "Bob" Harris by Robert 


Wornick at Jacksonville bids fair to de- 
velop into a regular race war at that 
quiet city. Tho coroner's jury exonera- 
ted Wornick, but tho colored population 
have blood in their eyes and mean to 
probe the matter further, and have se- 
cured an order from the state's attorney 
to disinter the body of Harris and havo 
a now autopsy in order to^ try Wornick 
for murder. There is intense excite- 
ment among the negroes and, as there 
arc several hundred of them, ftey may 
make some disturbance. Thoy are rais- 
ing funds for the purpose and they pro- 
pose to leave no means untried to get 
the neck of Wornick in a noose. 


The funeral sermon Tuesday was a 


rehearsal of the southern outrages, and 
the blood of all the negroes is at fever 
heat, and they are crying for vengeance. 
Wornick formerly resided iu Decatur. 
He got into a quarrel with Harris about 
tho paltry sum of 25 cents and then 
killed him with a club. 


LETTER FROM MISS GREGORY 


Life of a School Teacher in South 


Dakota—How Christmas Was 


Spent--Library Projsct. 


The following letter will be read with 


interest by many school children of De- 
catur who remember Misa Maty O. 
Gregory, some years ago U teacher in 
Decatur: 


FORT SlSSKTON, SOL'TH DAKOTA, 


Dec., 
25, ljffi-i. —'My Dear 
Voung 


Friends: I can scarcely persuade my- 
self that almost a year has come and 
gone since njy lasi occasional letter. I 
am spending Christmas alone' with my 
mother. The other members of the fam- 
ily have gone out for two or three days. 
The day will afford sweet memories tor 
the future I'feel sure. I am enjoying it 
so thoroughly. The Christmas dinner 
was prepared with tho same care ttat 
more distinguished guests might have 
shared. When 1 put on tho • whitest 
linen my mother said "Why .soil that?" 
I replied "It is Christmas mother''. Then 
she said it seems to me that you are put- 
ting a great'deal on the table, but 1 re- 
plied ."Yes but it is Christmas, .mother." 
But she did not object to tuc sweet 
meats when she found her corn bread 
and cabbage cooked in her old fashioned 
way. 
We have been talking of old'times 


in Illinois as wo lingered at our meal, 
and so many green spots havo been re- 
vived that 1 involuntarily call a halt and 
take up my pen not washed yet. 


Let me BOO,. I must go back several 


months to relate aoino experiences that 
I think you may be glad to hear. 


Last August I had a caller from a 


Danish community, three miles from 
my home, to tcacha term of two months. 
On tho lirst Monday in September I 
drove over there and uict a bright little 
Hock of children, I had the honor of 
using broom, dust pan and brush in- 
stead of having a faithful janitor as I 
did in tho JDccatur schools, but there 
was a reminder in it of some pleasant 
days spent; in a similar way in the coun- 
try schools of Macon county. It made 
me think of tlio poot who sang— 


"No chango of si'iuson or pljicG 
Cim miiku any uluingu Iu my inliul." 
Some of my pupils camo two and 


three miles, and aomo. times they put me 
to tho blush by buatiug my pony and 
me. They are tho only help of them- 
parents, and many of them were kept at 
homo quite frequently to work, espe- 
cially in haying and potato-digging time. 
In addition to this, thoy have to learn to 
speak the English language before 
1 paining to use it properly. One day a 
littlo girl came to mo and said that one 
of the boys had brought a piece of earth 
up against her hoad and made it ache. 
Many similar expressions I 
that I nad double work to do. 
are industrious, honest, and have a 


taught 


But they 


strong religious nature that ghone out 
in thuhnart'anci floul thoy put into the 
songs and general morning exercises. 


After tho stormy weather came on and 


my pony got too gay for we to manage, 
I moved" my housekeeping furniture 
over to tho schoolhouso, and a bright 
littlo lame girl and mysell' mado a" home 
for each other. O, the bottles of cream, 
cream,' remember; golden butter and 
snowy bread that came to our larder! 
Chicago was left in tho background. 
1 "Teacher" is a term of marked respect 
with them. If I received a letter from 
tho clerk of the school board. I was ad- 
dressed aa "Dear Teacher." It scorned 
extremely odd to me at (irst, but after 
learning what it meant to thorn I yielded. 


The two months passed away too rap- 


idly. During tny .. short stay there I 
had a daily object lesson of devotion 
and patience. 
A family was living 


near 
the 
schoolhouse, 
tho 
head 


of which was entirely blind. Just be: 
fore the time for the couple to 


woman 
just 
like 
me, I left my 


shoes in the depot and got on the 
train. 


I was iu and seven less fortunate ones 
who lived much nearer than I, got left. 
I didn't Jaugh for 1 looked clown at my 
feet and remembered that I was to 
••speak in public on the stage'1 that day. 
We read Tarn O' Shantev, discussed some 
of White's Methods, and I said my piece, 
but no one said anything about it, I 
mean about my shoes. 
I suppose they 


concluded that I was some distinguished 
educator. I hope no one would suppose 
that I would be personal. 
1 think too 


much of the Decatur educators in high 
places for that. 
The principal of the 


Britton Echool offered me a place with 
him in his carriage, and I rode back to 
Britton with him. He is a young man 
of 23 from Lincoln, Neb., who is working 
his way throvgh college und helping hia 
younger brothers and sisters also. 


Thanksgiving was observed with ap- 


propriate exercises at our little school 
house which was well rilled, and thu 
usual home gatherings. 


Soon after we organized our Lyceum 


which adds much to the interests of the 
community.

am thankful to havo a part in pre- 


paring the future men and women of 
tho Northwest for the duties of life. 


After thirty years of almost constant 


work in this line, I feel as if DOW only 
entering the broad tield that opens up 
to tho teacher.

made mandatory here. A teacher for- 
h'ts her salary il she fails to teach this 
branch faithfully.

Now nearly forty children are being 
taught only a few rods from that spot. 
Our school building, which servi'.a for 
Sunday school and all other public aer- 
vicea, ie much too small. The little 
ones havo all had to leave their desks 
for the older ones and take a long seat 
against the wall. I am ardently hoping 
that my plan for a new library may 
succeed. I think wo shall have a pic- 
ture of our school and the Scandanavian 
School Board taken soon, and offer the 
picture for fifty centa. Every boy and 
girl who orders one will be helping in a 
good cauae besides having an opportu- 
nity to see what nice looking people we 
havo in this South Dakota. To make 
usfnel safe all who desire to help ua in 
thia way will pleBso send me a card to. 
Fort Sisseton, South Dakota, and let me 
know that a picture is desired, and then 
I can send it assoou as the work is com- 
pleted.

The Chicago Tribune ia a great paper

PREACHER BEGIMENT" COL. 


He is in the London Jail 20 Months 


for Conspiracy. 


In a press cablegram from London, 


England, this information is given: 


Many members of thp American col- 


ony and others arc signing a petition to 
;he homo secretary asking that Colonel 
James Frazier Jacquea, of Terre Haute, 
who was recently sentenced to twenty 
months hard labor for fraud and con- 
spiracy in connection with the mythical 
Towuloy estates by whichever 10U peo- 
ple in tlie United States were defrauded, 
ijo relieved of the hard labor portion of 
the scntonco. _The petition points out 
that Colonol Jacques is over 70 years of 
ago and if compelled to perform th'e 
rigorous tasks assigned to hard labor 
[jnaoners will probably not live out his 
torin of imprisonment, especially as he 
tins boon accustomed to an easygoing if 
iot a luxurious life. It is thought that 
tho home secretary will grant the re- 
quest. 


Colonel Jacques is well known to all 


old Illinois soldiers, 
having 
served 


?iillantly in the late war as colonel of 
the 73d Illinois Infantry, known as the 
'Preacher Regiment.'1 Many old voter- 
ana of Sangamon, Christian, Adams, 
Douglas, Piatt, Vermilion,Morgan, Tazs- 
woll, Logan, Champaign, Pike, Schuyler, 
Macoupin and Jackson counties were in 
tho regiment. 


CAUSE OF THE IMPRISONMENT. 


Speaking of Colonel Jacques' trouble 


in London, Dr. Young, of Terre Haute, 
is quoted as saying: 


'I think Colonel Jacques was an hon 


eat man, but years and years ago he bo- 
on in o infatuated 
with 
tho mythical 


Town ley estate. Ho firmly believed, 1 
am sure, that thero was a largo fortui e 
lying 
in 
the 
Bank 
of 
En- 


gland, awaiting ownership. 
Ho 
at 


once proceeded to organize the heirs and 
Hot on foot the movement to secure 
tho vast fortune, which was supposed 
to bo up in the millions. As to tho ope 
ntiona which led him to be convicted of 
fraud, 1 know only what I huvo read in 
tho papers. The fortune proved to be a 
myth, but in finding this out Colonel 
Jacques came into conflict with tho En- 
glish authorities and is now in trouble. 
It is true that he collected large sums of 
money from the supposed heirs to push 
i.he claim, and I think the greater part 
of it was expended for that purpose, Of 
course ho was devoting his whole time 
to tho cause and out of the money col- 
lected deducted enough for his own sup 
port. There was no fraud in that, how- 
ever, as it was supposed that Colonel 
Jacques should havo remuneration for 
his time and trouble, while working so 
faithfully in the interests of tho heirs. 1 
11 m in hopes that tho hard labor purt ol 
his sentence 
will bo commuted. He 


could not undergo hard labor. Ho is now 
(in old man, and besides was never ac- 
customed to hard work." 


In spooking of Colonel Jacques' life, 


Dr. Cooper, who knew him well, sale 
this morning: 


"Mr. Jrcqucs was an upright and con- 


scientious man so far us my acquain- 
tance with him extended and 1 can not 
think that ho is knowingly guilty of the 
wrong charged against him. He lived 
at Quincy, 111., and was a graduate of 
DeVuuw University at Greencastle, Ind., 
along in the 40's. After completing his 
course there ho entered tho ministry of 
the Methodist church, in which service 
he showed great ability. When tho war 
broke out he volunteered and was made 
colonel of the 73d Illinois regiment and 
served nil through the war with distinc- 
tion. Ho had the confidence of Presi- 
dent Lincoln and was sent to Richmond 
in 18G4 as special commissioner to confer 
with Jefferson-Davis with tho object of 
terminating the war without further 
bloodshed, This, however, could not be 
accomplished at that time and Colonel 
Jacques returned to his regiment and 
served until the close of tho struggle. 
" \fter the war ho returned to his 


liomc and resumed his ministerial work. 
Soon after, ho was elected president of 
tho Quincy Fouialo Academy, which 
position ho ably lilled until ho board of 
the Lawrence Townley estate. Ho bo- 
cumo fascinated with tho idea of secur- 
ing such a vast fortune and began the 
work of looking up the heirs and collect- 
ing money to push the claim. That was 
about twenty years ago. Mr. Jacques 
resigned the presidency of tho academy 
und went to England whore he has boon 
ever since, with the exception of oc- 
casional visits to this country. The last 
time he was hero, 1 believe, was about 
tliroo nr four yoars ago when he at- 
tmdod a reunion of his regiment at 
Quincy. It will bo barbarous to inflict 
on him tho hard labor sentence and 1 
hopn the petition which is being circu- 
lated in his behalf, will have the desired 
i-lTcct."

made by the dozen at any tinshop for 
a few cents. 


The strongest possible fluid for pro- 


ducing bubbles is made in this way: 
Take the fourth of an ounce of white 
castile soap; cut it up into small pieces 
and boil threo or four minutes in 
three-fourths of a pint of water; when 
the soap is melted and the water has 
cooled add three-fourths of an ounce 
of glycerine. This makes enough of 
the mixture for a bubble party. It is 
better made the day before it is used 
and kept corked tightly; the bubbles 
are then such visions of glorious violet, 
rose, green orange and blue as cannot 
be seen in any other way on this planet. 


These bubbles 
will last half a 


minute or more, and one of the pretti 
esh sports in the world is to toss them 
into the air like balls. 
All that is 


necessary for this feat is a rough 
woolen mitten and a little care. Don't 
lift the hand to meet the bubble in the 
air, but, on the contrary, sink it a 
little as the bubble approaches, so that 
it will settle on it in the gentlest pos- 
sible way, then, gently again, toss it 
up aud it will rise time after time like 
a balloon.
